Soil | Survey 


State Institutions Co-operate. 
Wisconsin Man to Direct. 


With many state departments and 
institutions co-operating the state de- 
partment of agriculture will inaugurate 
a soil survey in Charlevoix Co. by the 
first of June, according to plans made 
Tuesday May 9th by the advisory com- 
mittee on soil survey at Lansing. 

The Michigan Agricultural college 
is to play a prominent part in the sur- 
vey and the University of Michjgan is 
also {o lead the fullest co-operation. 

Charlevoix county has been picked 
to start the survey because of the gen- 
eral diversified conditions found in 
this county. It has both good and poor 
farming land and the natural resources 
are such that the advisory committee 
plans to make tne work here a model to 
be followed as the survey is gradually 
expanded to the other counties of the 
state. 

WILL SHARE EXPENSE. 

Because of the lack of an appropria- 
tion for a soit survey the various state 
departments and institutious, which 
lend men to the work, are to pay. their 
proportionate share of the expenses, 
while the general expenses will be 
borne by the state uepartment of .ag- 
riculture. In this way it is believed 
the survey can be pushed ahead until 
the next meeting of the legislature, 
when it is hoped to get an appropria- 
tion to carry out the work. Should no 
appropriation be made it is planned to 
go ahead as the work now is to be car- 
ried out. 

The committee voted to offer the 
direction of field work to Prof. H. W. 
Stewart of the University of Wisconsin, 

M. A. C. WILL ANALYZE. 

The Michigan Agricultural college 
will have charge of all soil analysis. 
Prof. Ernest Bessey of M. A.C. and 
Prof. L. H. Harvey of Kalamazoo State 
normal are to carry on the botanical 
study. Prof. L. J. Young of the forest- 
ry department of the U. of M. is to di- 
rect the forestry work and along this 
line particular attention is to be paid 
to prevention of iorest fires. 

The members of the advisory comm- 
ittee are Prof. George Grantham, M. A. 
C.; Frank Leverett of the federated 
geological survey; Miss M. H. Martin 
of the state geological survey; Prot. 
L, J. Young, U. of M.; Prof. ©. 0. 
Sauer, U. of M.; R. L. Smith, state 
geologist; Albert Stoll of the state con- 
servation department, and Ezra Levin, 
state department of agriculture.

Charlevoix, Michigan breeders are: 
again mentioned in the latest bulletins 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America which reports the milk and 
butter fat production of cows under 
official supervision. 

Loeb Farms, have two of their pure- 
bred registered Holsteins listed in this 
bulletin. Their best cow, Lady Gerda 
Concordia, is reported as having made 
atthe age of four years and eleven 
months, a record of 581.4 lbs. of milk 
and 19.647 Ibs. of butter fat, in seven 
days, equivalent to 24.5 lbs. of butter. 
Her 30 day record is 2351.1.lbs. of milk 
and 81.410 Ibs. of butter fat, equival- 
ent to 101.7 Ibs. of butter. Their other: 
cow, Zeta Ravenwood, made a record 
in seven days at the age of three years 
and four months of 462.5 lbs. of milk 
and 17.646 Ibs. of butter fat, equivalent 
to 22 Ibs. of butter. Her 30 day record

BASE BALL DOPE 


Concluding Base Ball Notes 
Given Us by’ Mr. Snellenberger. 


BATTING 


1, Asa usual thing, the first batter 
in an inning should wait out a pitcher 
as long as he can safely, to give the 
pitcher a chance to get wild and to 
give as much work to do as possible. 
- 2. Unless men on bases won’t tie or 
win, with first or first and second 
occupied, with noone out, the batter 
should. sacrifice. 

3. Second and third orsecond or third 
occupied, the batter having two balls 
and no strikes, should not take a strike. 
Hit the ballif it is good. But if the 
batter gets three balls and no strikes, 
he should take one and try to get a 
base on balls. Often itis advisable to 
hit with three balls and no strikes. 

4. If the batter has no strikes called 
oo him and hesees that a baserunner 
on second is stealing third, he should 
help the baserunner by making a bluff 
to bunt, hoping to pull the third base- 
man in. This requires quick thinking 
and action. 

5. With one or two out and nobody 
on base, hit whenever you get the 
pitcher in the hole if the ball is good. 

6. Don’t swing hard when you play, 
hit and run; try to keep the ball on 
the ground and, if possible, in direc- 
tion of right field, thereby decreasing 
the chances of a double play. 

7. In all close games, arunner on first 
and two men out, the batter should 
give the baserunner a chance fo steal, 
but never take more than one strike. 
If several runs behind, the baserunner 
shoud let the batter hit, as more than 
one run is needed to win. 


BASE RUNNING 

1. With the baserunner occupying 
first base, and with two men out, he 
should always attempt to steal unless 
the pitcher, who is batting in last place 
is at bat. In that case let him hit be- 
cause, if he is retired, you start the 
next inning with the top of your bat- 
ting order up., 

2, Unless two men are out, hold third 
base on all hits to the outfield until 
you know positively whether or not 
the ball can be handled. If the ball 
falls safe you can walk in and if caught 
or muffed, you are in the best position 
to score. ; 

Exception to No.2. Ifthe fly ball is 
hit real short, so there is no chance to 
score if the ball is caught, then run up 
the line as far as youcan and still’ be 
able to return to third safely if the ball 
is caught. If it is misssed the runner 
should score. ; 

3. Take the turn at first base on long 
hits and run inside of the bases all the 
way round. Don’t run against the op- 
posing fielders if they are in the way; 
but use them as a pivot to turn around, 
On hits to the outfield, whether safe 
or not, take a big lead toward second, 
as you can often turn a single intoa 
double due to the slowness of the field- 
ers. This is especially true of a fly ball 


error. Make opponents in a close 
game take the outside of the base. 

4. First, or first and second base 
occupied with two men out, the batter 
having three balls and two strikes, the 
baserunner or runners should start for 
the next base. 

5. When the baserunner gets the 
signal to steal, get a good lead, so as to 
be able to steal the base clean, should 
the batter miss the ball. Keep your 


head up and eye on the play so as to 
return to the base if batter hits a pop 


fly. Ifthe batter makes a base hit, 
your good start and the fact that you 
are on the run, should enable you to 
take an extra base in many casea. If 
the ball is hit into the air toward an 
outfielder, stop between bases and be 
ready to advance if the ball is missed 
or to return if it is caught. 

6. When the opponents try for a 
double play at second, the man put 
out at second should continue to third, 
hoping to draw a throw from the first 
baseman. The man safe at first, can 
then continue to second. 

7. Ifsecond and third are held by 
runners with one out, and the batter 
hits a ground ball to the infield, the 
man on third should come home as 
hard as he can, but he should know 
where the ballis all the time. If he 
sees that he is caught, he should stop 
and run up and dowr the line, 6o as to 
allow the batter time to advanee to 
second, andthe man at second to ad- 
vance to third, thus leaving the fteld in 
the same position after having taken a 
chance on scoringa run. The batter 
must remember to go fo second with 
all possible speed, but must keep an 
eye on the play while making the 
attempt. 

8. . With 00 one out, play safely, but 
always be ready to score in case of the 
ball getting away from an {infielder or 
catcher; always have a good lead and 
figure your speed as a runner io all 
chances to advance. 

9. The batter having three balls and 
no strikes, the man on first should 
attempt to steal. 

10. Do not play hit-and-run too 
often ina game. Letthe runner take 
a chance once in a while without the’ 
batter’s aid, especially in case of slow 
battery work, that is, big motion of the 
pitcher, or a slow pitcher, or a Pee 
thrower, etc. 

With a man on first and third, the 
man on first goes to second, the man 
on third makes a bluff to draw the 
short throw, and watches for a poor 
throw from the catcher.

Mr. Kenyon was a county official of 
Charlevoix county for a number of 
terms, following which he moved to 
Mackinac Island, where extensive im- 
provements and changes have been 
made under hismanagment. Reforest- 
ation and conservation of young tim- 
ber was looked after in a manner 
which greatly improved the appear- 
ance of the natural resources of the 
island and lessened the fire risk, 

The appointment of Mr. Kenyon is 
considered at the atate house as recog- 
nition of his ability as an able superin- 
tendent, and itis being well received 
by his friends at the capitol.

Cheboygan—The state conservation 
commission has under way the con- 
struction of a fish hatchery for the 
protection of brook trout, two miles 
north of Wolverine in Cheboygan 
county. 

Oadillac—A bundle of ‘newspapers 
is believed to have saved the life of 
Austin Berry, nowsboy, when the pa- 
pers broke the force of his fall as a 
bicycle on which be was riding was 
struck by an automobile. 


Lansing—Governor Alex J. Groes- 
beck refused to authorize the state 
administrative board to furnish $200,- 
000 a month for 16 months for the 
University of Michigan building pro- 
gram, as asked by the state regents 
and President M. L, Burton. 


Monroe — Confiscated wine and 
whisky worth $9,200 was poured into 
a sewer by Sheriff Frank Gesener. 
Two trustees from the county jail 
aided him in the work. Bungs flew 
100 feet in the air when casks were 
rolled on the court house walks and 
scores of persons gathered to watch 
the work. 


Lansing—Ralph O, Tucker, fruit

food from Michigan into adjoining 
states, to have it doctored, and re- 
turned here for sale. 


Lansing—John G. Stone, Houghton 
county attorney, was appointed judge 
of the twelfth judicial circuit, to suc- 
eoeed Patrick H. O’Brien, resigned, by 
Governor Groesbeck.

STOP AIR ACCIDENTS 


New Aircraft Engine Eliminates 
Use of Gasoline. 


Use of Heavy Fuel Oil, It Is Believed 
by Experts, Will Prevent Such 
Disasters as That to Army 
Dirigible Roma. 

Raltimore, Md.—tlxperiments con- 
ducted by the national advisory com- 
mittee for aeronautics, under the geéen- 
eral direction of Dr. Joseph 8S, Ames, 
have developed an aircraft engine 
éliminating the use of gasoline, which 
Doctor Ames described as the “funda- 
mental cause” of fire accidents in the 
alr, 

By the use of heavy fuel off, Doe- 
tor Ames said, it is haped te prevent 
such disasters as that to the army 
Grigible Roma, In which only three 
men out of forty-five esenped, Doctor 
Ames is professor of physics ut Johns 


the executive committee of the sero- 
nautie organization, 

The new engine, a high speed aur- 
plane wing, and a device which is 
being developed for obtaining data and 
making tests under actunl service 
conditions, will be reported at the 
semi-annual meeting of the advisory 
committee in Washington. 

No special processing of the oil em- 
ployed in the new engine is_required, 
Doctor Ames said. ‘The motor itself 
is a modified Liberty, with pistons 
made much tonger to provide greater 
compression, It has no valves. The 
oil, very thick and gummy, Is forced 
through. a jet by a compression pump, 
and enters: the cylinder under high 
pressure. 

The greatest problem involved, Doc- 
tor Ames said, was to make a motor 
of this sort tight enough for aviation, 
but he regarded this as largely accom: 
plished. He added that the oil could 
be used for automobiles.

Snakes Are Endowed With 


Startling Intelligence.

POSSESS VERY KEEN EYESIGHT 


Distinguish Sound by Their Tongues 
and Scales—Sense of Taste Very 
Acute—Tells of Lizard That 
Walks on Water. 

New York.—When next you mect a 
snake in the woods or fields do not, 
as you leap nimbly out of reach, give 
way to thoughts of loathing and con- 
tempt. Snakes are extremely useful 
members of suciety—even the poison- 
ous ones—ind they are endowed with 
far more intelligence than they get 
credit for, according to Raymond Li. 
Ditmars, curator tor reptiles at the 
Broux zvo. 

Also, Mr. Ditmars told 60 or 70 men 
and women, members of the Reptile 
Study svclety, at the sixth amnuil 
dinner of the organization, that snakes 
night even have a sixth sense, an 
attribute that man cannot even gauge, 
for human beings have to be content 
with only five. 

“There is a possibility that snakes 
are tar superior to any supposition re- 
gurding their attainments,” said Mr. 
Ditmars. “Though their ears have 
deteriorated, we know that they hear 
quite well, They are sensitive to sound 
on their tongues and on the scales on 
their bodies. Their eyesight is wonder- 
fully keen, especialy for moving ob- 
jects. They have @ marvelous sense of 
taste and of smell. 

Investigate Pit Vipers. 

“Science is now investigating the 
various species of pit vipers for proof 
of another snakish sense that as yet 
we know nothing about. A pit viper, 
you know, has a strange organ in the 
skull, a deep pit which is lined with 
microscopic nerves all joining a main 
‘nerve that goes straight to the brain. 
Science has not yet fathomed the use 
of this pit. It may be that snakes 
are actually superior to man with a 
sixth sense we can't even gauge, for 
we do not have it.”

The tentative offer of Mr. Stern pro- 
vided for the operation of the projects 
for 25 or 50 years or any suitable num- 
ber of years, It further stated that all 
expenses incurred by the government 
at Muscle Shoals would be repaid at 2 
per cent annually and contained a pro- 
vision by which the government would 
receive 60 per cent of all net profit 
made during the operation, with the 
lessee retaining 40 per cent. 

In the house committee an agree- 
ment was reached by which any lessee 
of the properties would be compelled 
to manufacture finished fertilizers 
whether at a profit or loss, An amend- 
ment to this effect was made to the 
bill the committee is formulating for 
the house in connection with its re- 
port on the proposals it has investi- 
gated. 

Wide differences of opinion are un- 
derstood to prevail in the committee 
over povisions of the offer made by 
Henry Ford.

ful of milk, one and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder; lastly 
fold in the well-beaten egg white, add 
one-half cupful of dates cut in bits, 
with the stones removed.
